the 4,000-man guard, the coun- 
try's only armed force. Rioting 
followed. 


Vallarino told The Associated 


Press/ "There are not two pres- 
idents in Panama. The constitu- 
tional president Is Marco A. Ro- 
bles unless the Supreme Court 
rules otherwise, In which case 
the National Guard will abide 
by that pronouncement," The 
court convenes Monday. 


Robles was ousted by the as- 


sembly Sunday in a 30-0 im- 
peachment c o n v i c t i o n on 
charges 
that he violated the 


constitution by promoting a can- 
didate to succeed him in the 
May 12 elections. 


Delvalle seemed cheerful as 


he spoke with newsmen after a 
cabinet meeting in his suburban 
home. He would not say what 
was discussed at the meeting 
but asserted the dismissal of 
Vallarino and all four of his top 
subchiefs probably would be 
acted on today.

file Is kept somewhere — you 
know what to do." 


Gulick denied he made such a 


statement. 


"There was no pressure, no 


solicitation and whatever they 
wanted to do was in accordance 
with their own circumstances 
and their own positions," he 
said. "I'm inclined to think that 
this is a small minority that 
wants to think this way, I'm 
just at a loss to understand 
why."

Hypoglycemia is not 
a single disease as several dif- 
ferent types are recognized, 
in the commonest form, a per- 
son whose nervous system is 
high-strung secretes an over- 
abundance of Insulin two to 
four hours after a meal that 
Is high in.sugars and starches. 


These persons must follow a 


diet that is low in carbohy* 
drates. They will get plenty of 
sugars and starches In foods 
that are rich in protein. The 
fats In their diet will supply 
the needed energy. 


Although hypoglycemia is 


the opposite of diabetes, which 
is characterized by an insulin 
deficiency, a few persons with 
mild diabetes produce an over- 
abundance 
of insulin when
